Ky.,\Dec. 7.— The court of 
appeals today sustained the act of the 
last Legislature providing tor the hold- 
ing of Circuit Court in two towns in 
the same county, where the town not 
the county seat is the larger.

Hickman is the county seat of 
Fulton, bnt is a smaller town than 
Falton and is seventeen miles distant 
from it.

! AGITATION PERILOUS. 

''There is a grave danger that if action is not taken by Congress to 
settle this transportation question it may become a political issue. 
This subject is one of the sireaie-t business problems that our country 
has ever l»een called upon to determine, and it should not be permitt- 
to become a political issue, to be determined by partisan interest in- 
stead of intelligent reason. "* 

These words of warning were spoken by Mr. Nelson W. McLeod, 
president of the Federal Kate Regulation, in the course of an address 
on governmental rate making delivered at a meeting of the Yellow 
Pinere, a prominent lumbermen's club of St. Louis. Mo. , Monday 
evening, Nov. SO. Mr. McLeod ahowed that the rebate and prefer- 
ence evil-. being related to the administration of the rate rather than the 
fixing of it, have no connection whatever with the source from which 
the rate emanates. He contended that however sincere the advocates 
of government rate making might be in theii intent that the power 
proposed to be delegated is not to Ik> used to name the rates in gener- 
al, but that it is to confined to incidental cases. based on formal coin- 
plaint: the actual practice would necessarily be exactly contrary to 
ttiai assertion of intent, and that the conflicting claims of contending 
interests could only be saiislied through a political commission, by the 
establistment of a distance tariff. In concluding, Mr. McLeod said: 
If those who advocate placing in the baads.ol a political body the 
the power to name rates are successful in their efforts and are in er- 
ror as to the result in practice, commercial disaster may result, and 
while it may cause some men of wealth to become poor. capital as a 
class, will 'only be affected in degree, in the amount of their capital 
but will not be compelled to make personal sacrifice.

AMAZED AT RESULTS. 



Japanese Training Apparent In Su- 
bordination and Discipline.-Mauser 
Kifles Used, but Cavalry Service is 
inferior. 

Evidence that China Is shedding her 
skin of conservatism and is preparing 
to take ber place with other oriental 
nations, is evidenced by her tirst regit 
lar army mauoeuvers, Just ended at 
Sliangtii'ng. A number of diplomatic 
att.o -he, representing the military of 
the principal nations of the world, 
were present as guests of the viceroy, 
Yuan Shi Kai, by whom the* were 
lavishly entertained. To those who 

remember the condition of Chinese 

troops live years ago this feat of 
raising au army of forty thousand 
men to its present efficiency is mar- 
velous. There were some unfavorable 
criticisms, to be sure; but all gave un- 
stinted praise for the complete control 
f the troops and their steadiness of 
discipline, the latter Kerning compari- 
son with that of European veterans. 
Armed With Modern Equipment. 
The scheme of the manoeuvers was 
the assumed invasion of Chdel by a 
southern force from Shantung, whose 
advance was opposed by the northern 
army. The infantry were armed with 
Mauser magazine rllles, with short 
dagger bayonets, officers carried 
sword, revolver and field glass. The 
private's kit weighed fifty-four 
pounds, knapsacks being of Japanese 
pattern. The pioneers carried picks 

The cavalry were mounted on small 
Mongolian horses, nnd carried Mauser 
carbines, sabres and revolvers. This 
is regarded by the military observers 
as being the weakest branch of the

pots, fire works, gods on poles, or hid 
tons masks. In which the Chinese sol- 
dier of the past placed his whole re- 
Hand of Japan Discovered.

the East. 



Texas Sulphur Deposits. 
' Texas, a State which claimed the at- 
tention of the whole country as a 
tie State, and as a petroleum State, 
will probably soon become remarkable 
as a sulphur State. In the trans-Pecos 
country in El Paso county, north of the 
Texas Pacific Railroad, geologists com- 
pute that there are ten million tot 
40 per cent, native sulphur ore a 
able and almost in sight. The sulphur 
area which has been explored ami .si 
veyed covers about ten thousand aci 
and the deposit has an average thli 
ness of nine and one-half feet. It 1 
been recently reported that this s 
phtir field has been bought by lllim 
capitalists, who have associated wi 
them in the enterprise a number of 
European capitalists. At presen' 
railroad is near the deposits, the i 
est station being Toyah, twenty i 
to the northwest. The intervn 
country presents no obstacles In 
way of railroad construction, 
grades being low. 

It is calculated that the Called States 
annually consumes 500,000 tons of sul- 
phur. Much of the sulphur used in 
the United States Is Imported from 
Italy, the tonnage brought in from " 
country varying Trom ino.000 to 251 
tons a year. The American State which 
leads In the production of sulphur is 
Louisiana, but a vast amount of sul- 
phur Is obtained from the pyrites 
mines In Louisa county, Virginia. It 
is said that the visible supply of sul- 
phur Is sufficient for the requirements 
of trade for the next twenty years. 
The sulphur trade of the world is prac- 
tically monopolized by the Anglo-Sicil- 
ian Sulphur Company, Limited, of Lon-
